Culture.—Green and Yellow- Podded Sorts: Sow in drills 18 to 30 inches apart, 1 to 2 inches deep, placing the 
beans 2.to 3 inches apart in the drills; for a succession sow every 2 weeks until September north of Virginia; further 
south they may be planted later allowing 7 or 8 weeks before frost in which to make the crop. A packet will sow 
about 25 feet of row; use 1 pound to too feet, 60 pounds to the acre. Ready for use in 30 to 50 days. 

Culture.—White Seeded Field Sorts. Sow in drills 2 to 3 feet apart, placing the beans 2 to 3 inches apart and 
cover the seeds with 2 inches of soil. Can be sown as late as July 10 north of Virginia; further south August or Sep- 
tember are good months to plant, maturing in about 60 to 65 days.
